~What’s Wrong With Radio? — 


What is wrong with the Canadian Radio Commission and its programs ? 

There is abundant evidence that the governing body of radio broadcast- 
ing in this country is not filling the bill to the taste of Western Canadian 
radio fans. Discontent is heard on all hands when the subject # under dis- 
cussion ‘among users of radio in «the three pfairie provinces and press 
comentators, even those inclined to be more merciful to the authorities, are 
constantly poking the commission. ' 

Dissstisfaction is not so rife in Eastefn Canada, because, it is said. 
the residents of that half of the Dominion, who do not like C.R.C. commis- 
sion programs coming over the air at the moment, can, with an easy twist 
of the wrist, turn to something more to their taste and bring in a wide 
selection from the best Eastern stations on the other side of the interna- 
tional boundary without interference from local stations. 

In Western Canada radio fans are largely precluded from this consola- 
tion, due to the fact that the distribution of wave lengths in the west is 
such as to inevitably shut out reception from the more popular accessible 
stations on the American side of the line and particularly at those hours 
when radio is in most constant use, except for those few who are able to 
afford the most up-to-date models. ; 

Unfortunately due to stringency resulting from a combined agricul- 
tural depression and world wide economic disaster of the past few years 
the great majority of citizens of the prairie provinces have been, and still 
are, forced to take their wireless entertainment from,more or less anti- 
quated receiving sets. Money is still too scarce to enable them to purchase 
the most modern sets, equipped with the latest refinements and they are 
unable, for the present at least; to tune in to stations on the other side of 
the line in close wave length to the local stations. 

This is undoubtedly one of the causes of the prevailing dissatisfaction 
and is one which should be recognized and, if possible, rectified by the com- 
mission. 

Another oft-heard complaint is that in the choice of its chain pro- 
grams the Commission devotes too much time to highly classical music and 
too little to the type of entertainment which the greater majority of West- 
ern Canadians would sooner hear.’ In ‘other words, it is stated that the 
programs are not well balanced. This great majority would prefer to hear 
a little more of the “jolly rollicking barn dance” type of music and more 
entertainment of a humorous variety than the Commission appears able or 
willing to provide, but at the same time they want this entertainment furn- 
ished by what may be.termed “top notchers” and not by mediocre amateurs. 

It is true, perhaps, that the Commission has dimly perceived its short- 
comings in this respect and has made some effort more recently to cater 
to popular demand but in doing so has relied to a considerable extent on 
local talent of not very high rating, possibly due to a desire to placate local 
jealousies, In this connection it might be suggested that the commission 
might very well make more use of local commercial stations as an elim- 
ination school and select only those best qualified to appear on their chain 
programs with some provision for adequate remuneration. 

It is.generally conceded, too, that one of the factors responsible for 
the commission’s seeming inability to cater to western requirements is the 
fact that too much of the revenue derived from radio license fees finds its 
way into the Dominion government’s treasury and too little of it is allotted 
to the commission for its work. If the commission were allowed a greater 
proportion of this income it is possible that they might be able to find or 
develop sufficient talent to eliminate somé of the criticisms to which it is 
exposed. 

Then, too, the commission has been subjected to criticism from time to 
time for lack of initiative. A case in point is its decision not to make a 
Blattnerphone recording of the funeral services of the late King George for 
reproduction at an hour when the great majority of Western radio listeners 
could participate. iS es 

It is admitted that the problem 4g one which bristles with difficulties 
and that the ‘commission“has no easy task to perform if it should attempt 
to satisfy everybody, but one instinctively feels that it has not succeeded 
as yet in going as far in this direction as it might, 

There is some talk just now of a new ‘commission being set up con- 
sisting of only one paid member, the chairman, and unsalaried advisory 
board. Whether such a change would result: in a greater measure of satis- 
faction would depend largely on the personnel. -The membership, if such 
a board is created, should certainly include one or more who are conversant 
with the western situation and it is essential that at least one or more of 
gthe members know something about showmanship as well as the technical 
“side pf ‘radio, ,

Was Once Fertile Plain 


Explorer Proves Neolithic 
Fished In Sahara Desert 
Fishing in the Sahara was once & 
favourite pastime of man. This dis- 
covery was made by Henri Lhote, a 
Frenchman, who unearthed the first 
skeletons of neolithic man found in 
Africa.

One of the most outstanding pieces 
of promotion work ever ' attempted 
by a single individual in the develop- 
ment of national welfare in this 
country, has just been completed by 
Sir James Woods, president of the 
Gordon, MacKay, Company of Tor- 
onto. Sir James has written 7,500 
personal letters to professional and 
business associates urging their sup- 
port to the newly formed Health 
League of Canada in its efforts to 
carry forward a general campaign 
for health in Canada. 

The Health League, which is to 
assume some of the Dominion-wide 
activities .of the Social Hygiene 
Council, will have as one of its 
“most important objectives, the uni- 
versal pasteurization of milk”, Sir 
James stated in that letter. In ad- 
dition to the letter which emphasized 
his own personal feelings and con- 
victions on the health problem, Sir 
James forwarded to each person, a 
copy of an address by Dr. Gordon 
Bates, general director of the Health 
League of Canada, given before the 
Ontario Milk Distributors’ Associa- 
tion. Urging that each pay special 
attention to the facta contained in 
that address’Sir James concluded: 

“Unfortiinately, a very large pro- 
tion of our milk supply in Canada is 
still unpasteurized, with the result 
that the best of our foods—milk— 
carries with it disease and death.” 

As an illustration of the difficulties 
faced by local health authorities and 
the apathy, or very often prejudice, 
of community “leaders in matters of 
community importance, Dr. Gordon 
Bates,. nationally. known public 
health authority and general director 
of the Health League of Canada, re- 
lates the following story. For ob- 
vious reasons the names must be 
omitted — though Ontario is the 
actual location. 

“This village is beautifully situat- 
ed and-is a mecca for thousands of 
summer visitors. The milk for this 
popular resort is supplied by seven 
dairies of which one only supplies 
pasteurized milk. As a result it is 
patronized by a great majority of 
the visiting city folk—all of whom 
presumably believe in pasteurized 
milk. 


“But alas a bacteriological check- 
up reyeals the fact that of all of 
the milk in town the so-called pas- 
teurized milk makes the worst show- 
ing with a count which frequently 
runs up over a million. 

“The Medical Officer of Health, & 
part-time official paid a pittance for 
duties so onerous he cannot possibly 
perform them, has not visited the 
pasteurizing plant for years. The 
milk inspector, a somewhat elderly 
gentleman, retired from another call- 
ing with no. training whatever, can 
do little to remedy the situation. The 
newspaper ‘editor who might do 
something to help mould _ public 
opinion happens.to be the patient of 
the. doctor. He says the doctor is a 
fine fellow ‘but he’s not so good on 
prevention. 

“Urged to print a series of articles 
on pasteurization the editor refuses 
and the:fact comes out that Mr. 
Editor does not believe in pasteuriza- 
tion. He thinks that much of the 
scare of microbes and bacteria is 
fanciful.

Reindeer For The Eskimo 


Will Supply Plenty Of Food For 
Natives Of The Far North 

More than 3,000 reindeer, driven 
by Seattle’s Andy Bahr across coun- 
try from Alaska to the ranges near 
the mouth of the Mackenzie river in 
western Canadian Arctic, produced 
881 young in the first fawning of its 
new home.. 

Last fall Canadian government, 
which owns the herd, ordered 215 
steers killed and fed to Eskimo chil- 
dren living at the Shingle Point 
Anglican school and the Aklavik 
Roman Catholic school. Native pa- 
tients of two hospitals got some as 
well. All liked the meat. Rt. Rev. 
A. L. Fleming, Anglican bishop of 
the Arctic, said they commented en- 
thusiastically on its taste. 

Critics of the reindeer scheme 
have contended it would be difficult 
if not impossible to make the no- 
madic, hunting Eskimo change his 
ways and become a _ travelling 
farmer, but the government held 
otherwise. 

Officials are pleased over the rein- 
deer meat experience at Shingle 
Point and Aklavik. The regular sup- 
ply of wild life food for the Eskimo 
will not last forever and they be- 
lieve teaching the Eskimo to be a 
herder is to a large extent a mat- 
ter of capturing his interest. 

Apprentice - herders, young men 
and boys, are being trained to look 
after the large herd. Eventually, it 
is hoped, these young men will be 
able to take charge of small groups 
of animals, move them to other parts 
of the Arctic and establish them as 
nuclei of other herds that will guar- 
antee a source of food in the future 
for the. Eskimo. 


Fresh Water For Horses 


Animals In German Barracks Can 

‘ Turn It On 

Horses may pour out their own 
drinks at the new barracks at Neus- 
trelitz, near Berlin, described as 
being a model soldier’s living quar- 
ters.

And through an understand- 
ing of the folk music of the peoples 
who have come to this New World 
to make their homes, the work of 
integrating them into a Canadian 
nationality would be greatly assisted.

may result in severe rootrot infec- 
tions, 

Seed samples containing a large 
proportion of badly shrunken ker- 
nels, but which are otherwise clean 
and sound, can be greatly improved 
by the use of the fanning mill. In 
this way the larger stronger grains 
are separated out and, if they pos- 
sess a high germination, they should 
be quite suitable for seed. If, how- 
ever, the sample contains a con- 
spicuous amount of green, broken, 
frosted discoloured, or weathered 
kernels, it is doubtful whether the 
fanning mill will correct the situa- 
tion because such abnormal seeds 
usually carry disease organisms and 
are low in vitality. It has been 
shown by work conducted here that 
seedlings from wheat which has been 
frozen, shrivelled, sprouted, or in- 
jured by formalin, are more likely to 
suffer from yootrot blights than are 
seedlings from sound seed, 

In districts where rootrot infesta- 


‘| tions occur, the very best seed ob- 


tainable should be sown. Grain 
thought fit for seed should be thor- 
oughly fanned, then carefully ex- 
amined for the presence of discolor- 
ed or smutty kernels, and a germina-| 
tion .test made. Grain 

free from immature, discolored, or 
otherwise damaged kernels and giv- 
ing a high germination is suitable 
for seed. The use of dust treat- 
ments, as recommended for the con- 
trol of smut, tend to reduce infec- 
tions of the rootrot type and im- 
prove the stand. 

Information on diseases in seed 
grain may be obtained from the Do- 
minion Laboratories of Plant Path- 
ology, which are located at Winni- 
peg, Saskatoon and Edmonton.

PEOPLE BEFORE PROPERTY 


Golden text: No servant can serve 
two masters: for either he will hate 
the one, and love the other; or else 
he will hold to one, and despise the 
other.

Explanations And Comments 


The Gerasene Demoniac, Luke 8: 
26-39. A boat with Jesus and his dis- 
ciples was beached one day on the 
eastern shore of the lake, which be- 
longed to the Gerasenes, facing 
Galilee. Jesus was at once met by a 
naked demoniac whose abode was in 
the tombs. Such tombs were caves, 
either natural or hewn out of the 
rock, which were used as_ burial 
places. They were always outside 
the cities, usually in lonely regions, 
and because they contained the bones 
of the dead were regarded as “un- 
clean’’, Syrians to-day believe that 
evil spirits haunt such places. 

The man fell down before Jesus, 
crying, “What have I to do with 
thee, Jesus, thou Son of the Most 
High God?” “The Most High God” is 
a heathen term for Jehovah found 
several times in the Old ,Testament 
and on Pheenician inscriptions. That 
it was acute mania which the man 
was suffering is probable from his 
violent paroxysms, indicated by his 
having been bound with chains which 
he had broken to make his escape 
into the wilderness.

Ottawa.—Not only will there be a 
parliamentary investigation into the 
operations of the radio commission 
in last general election campaign, 
but the radio legislation now being 
drafted foreshadows a camplete re- 
consideration of state policy with re- 
spect to broadcasting. 

It is known that this legislation | 
proposes to abolish the present| 
three-man commission and put in its 
place an honorary non-salary com- 
mission of seven members. Under 
this new commission there will be a 
general manager who will be the real} 
administrator of broadcasting. 

Other considerations involved com- 
pletely overshadow in importance 
these impending changes in person- 
nel. Should the new commission be 
restricted in its activities to the 
operation of the national network? 
Should it confine itself to the de- 
velopment of programs? Should pri- 
vately owned stations using more 
than 100 kilowatts of power be ex- 
propriated, giving the national com- 
mission a monopoly on all but purely 
local broadcasting? Ought the func- 
tion of wave length control, the 
scientific end of radio be rétained by 
the new department of communica- 
tions? 

The old commission had complete 
charge of radio, It dealt with wave 
lengths, regulated stations,  dis- 
charged practically to the full the 
government’s functions in this field. | 

There is in evidence here a strong 
body of opinion which believes that!

Grow Forage Crops

Edmonton.-Sowing of earlier ma- 
turing grains and growing of more 
forage and grass crops are required 
to place agriculture in Alberta on a 
reasonably sound basis in the future, 
H. A. Craig, deputy minister of 
agriculture, told the Alberta Dairy- 
men’s Association on the second day 
of the annual convention here. 

Address by E. A. Howes, dean of 
agriculture, University of Alberta, 
on “Young Men in Agriculture To- 
day” and a review of the activities 
of the National Dairy Council dur- 
ing 1935, given by A. C, Fraser, 
Ottawa, were 


heard. 

A total of 25,000,000 acres were 
seeded to grass in the United States 
last year, an example Alberta farm- 
ers could well take notice of, Mr. 
Craig said. 

A new grass, Creeping Red Fes- 
cue, successfully developed in experi- 
mental farms here, was found to 
have a high “carrying capacity” for 
grazing cattle but did not rank as 
high as timothy in palatability. It 
was a good turf grass. The speaker 
stressed the value of growing grass 
and forage crops to maintain the

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SAVE OR SPEND. 
A leading automobile manufacturer mak- 
ing a low priced car that we'll call the John 


Doe auto recently saw a large sign reading: 


“Buy a John Doe Auto and Bank the Differ- 
ence” in the display window of one of his deal- 
ers- He walked in, introduced himself, and 
asked for permission to change it into a selling 
sentence. Next day the sign read “ Buy a John 
Doe Auto and Spend the Difference.” 

In making this change the auto manufac- 
turer disclosed a knowledge of public psychol- 
ogy. Modern people are not, by nature, thrifty. 
They prefer spending to saving, and in insert- 
ing the word “spend” into this selling sent- 
ence the manufacturer was merely connecting 
one of the principal talking points of his car to 
a strong public trend—the desire to spend 
money. To have tied the buying of his car to 
the mere idea of saving money would have 
linked it to a negative idea instead of a posit- 
ive idea which has powerful public appeal. 


FACTORS AFFECTING FARM PURCHAS- 
ING POWER. 
(From “ The Agricultural Situation and Outlook, 1936” 
Published Ly authority of Hon J G Gardiner, Minister of 
Agriculture, and Hon W D Euler, Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, Ottawa.) 

In December, 1932, the monthly average 
wholesale prices of Canadian farm products 
were only 42.6 p.c. of the prices in Dec., 1926. 
This was the extreme low point of the depres- 
sion. In April and again in Sept., 1935, whole- 
sale prices of farm products reached 64.7 p.c. 
of the prices for the corresponding months of 
1926. This is the highest point that has yet 
been reached and it is more than 50 p.c. above 
the lowest point. The general level of whole- 


sale prices of fafm products averaged approxi- 


mately 7 p.c. higher for 1935 than for 1934, al- 
tho an average of all commodity prices has 
shown little change during the past 2 years. 

It is worthy of note that at current levels 
of wholesale prices of tarm products are more 
than 10 p.c. lower relatively to the general 
level of wholesale prices than in 1926. On the 
other hand, it should be borne in mind the in- 
crease in farm product wholesale prices since 
the depression low point in February, 1933, 
has been 35 p.c. greater than the increase in 
the general level of wholesale prices. While 
prices of farm products are still increasing at 
a slightly faster rate, the larger part of the 
gain noted above was in 1933 and 1934. 

Indications are that the prices of goods 
purchased by farmers have not risen as rapid- 
ly as prices of products which farmers sell. 
This is shown by the fact that a provisional i in- 
dex of prices of farm purchases has risen only 
about 2 p.c. in the last year as compared with 
a 7 p.c increase in the wholesale prices of farm 
products. The approximate increases in the 
prices of food, clothing and household equip- 
ment purchased by farmers during 1935 was 1 
p.c as compared with the prices for 1934. The 
increase in the average prices of farm operat- 
ing equipment was about 3 p.c. As the prices 
of manufactured goods purchased by farmers 
have not advanced as fast as the price of farm
